A woman who had been in Germany and wae repatriated by the Soviet Mission a . couple 
of year* ago («ic)u regretted that she had reported for repatriation from 
Germany because she received only 80 rubles per month as a pension from the 
State and was not able to work, due to her age. (There was a similar case In 
Slaullai where an old couple lived in one room paying 20 rubles per month for 
rent, and received from the State 170 rubles per month, 80 rubles for the wife 
and 90 rubles for the husband. Source remembers the following prices:in Riga*

5, There was a train leaving Kedainiai viaSlauliai for Riga at 2345 and arriving 
in Riga at 0800. The fare Kedainiai - Riga via Siauliai was 70 rubles round 
trip; one could not buy a round-trip ticket, but had to buy two tickets: one 
for the trip to Riga, and the other for the return trip; the curious thing was 
that the return ticket purchased at the beginning of the trip was more expensive 
than the ticket to the place of destination. Source does not know how much each 
was, but altogether it cost 70 rubles. There was also an express train which 
covered the distance Kedainiai-Riga in three hourB, but the ticket cost 60 per cent, 
more.
